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SELECTMEN'S  GENERAL  REPORT 

1 .  Early  last  Summer  the  big  water  supply  tank  in  the  boiler  room 
of  the  Town  Hall  rusted  through  and  had  to  be  taken  out  of  service. 
This  Fall  we  had  the  tank  replaced  at  the  same  time  that  the  hot  water 
was  installed  in  the  kitchen.  The  sink  has  been  relocated  in  accord- 
ance with  the  plan  drawn  up  by  the  Kitchen  Committee.  We  hope  to 
complete  fireproof  storage  in  the  Spring. 

2.  The  elm  tree  spraying  provided  for  at  the  last  Town  Meeting 
was  carried  out  early  last  Summer  and  we  were  well  satisfied  with 
the  results.  The  elms  that  were  sprayed  retained  their  foliage  much 
longer  than  those  that  were  not  sprayed.  We  feel  that  it  improved 
the  appearance  of  the  Town  and  should  be  repeated  again  this  year. 

3.  The  street  signs  which  made  their  appearance  last  Summer 
were  an  excellent  Civic  project  of  the  Brookline  Grange.  If  some  of 
the  names  do  not  meet  with  your  approval,  the  Selectmen  will  accept 
part  of  the  blame  since  we  worked  with  the  Committee  on  this  part 
of  the  job. 

4.  There  are  some  Federal  funds  available  under  the  "Mutual 
Aid  Program"  that  can  be  obtained  to  assist  the  Town  in  the  purchase 
of  radio  equipment  to  be  used  for  Civilian  Defense,  Fire  and  Police 
protection.  The  system  recommended  would  be  one  central  station 
set,  two  mobile  sets,  one  for  the  Fire  Department,  and  one  for  the 
Police  Department  and  two  portable  "Walkie  Talkie"  sets.  This  com- 
plete system  would  cost  the  Town  $1,000.00  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment paying  a  like  amount.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JUSTICE  OF  THE  BROOKLINE 
MUNICIPAL  COURT 

Approximately  the  same  type  and  number  of  cases  has  been  dealt 
with  as  in  the  preceding  year.  As  usual,  understandably,  the  prepon- 
derance of  cases  deal  with  violations  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  law.  No 
recourse  to  the  Town  for  any  expenses  has  been  required. 

Perhaps  more  than  usual  interest  has  evinced  in  the  Municipal 
Court  of  Brookline  this  past  year  because  of  the  changes  which  have 
occurred  in  its  administration.  Due  to  the  resignation  in  April  of  Mr. 
Daniel  Brocklebank  of  Hollis  as  Justice,  Judge  Lincoln  resumed  all  the 
duties  required  by  the  Court.  Because  o  fthe  pressure,  however,  of  his 
private  practice  and  personal  activities,  he  proposed  to  the  Selectmen 
that  he  have  assistance.  At  his  suggestion,  therefore,  the  name  of  the 
present  Justice  was  submitted  by  the  Selectmen  for  consideration.  Ap- 
pointment by  the  Governor  occurred  subsequently.  Judge  Lincoln  was 
enabled  then  to  disconnect  himself  entirely  from  the  Brookline  Court 
after  a  record  of  commendable  service. 

This  Court,  although  less  active  and  more  informal  of  setting  than 
the  Municipal  Courts  of  larger  towns  and  cities,  is  nevertheless  im- 
portant in  itself  as  a  symbol  of  the  progressive  interest  of  the  Town.  It 
is,  of  course,  subject  to  abolition  at  any  time  by  vote  of  the  Town,  but 
so  long  as  it  exists  it  shall  continue  to  be  conducted  with  dignity  and  it 
should  be  considered  as  a  credit  to  the  Town.

I  herewith  present  my  sixteenth  annual  report.    Statistics  printed 
on  succeeding  pages  also  comprise  this  report. 


Instruction: 

There  are  two  changes  in  teachers  to  report.  Mrs.  Fisher  trans- 
ferred to  a  Milford  position  and  Ruth  Lally  to  Hooksett.  To  replace 
them,  Mrs.  Edith  Dunn  of  Pepperell  and  Hazel  Taylor  of  Milford  and 
Keene  Teachers  College  were  employed. 

I  wish  to  speak  a  word  for  the  Testing  Program  and  Workshop 
which  the  teachers  of  this  Union  attended  last  year.  The  results  were 
gratifying  to  this  extent  that  the  median  of  every  grade  in  this  Union 
exceeded  the  national  median  except  for  Grades  8  and  12  and  they 
were  exactly  at  that  median.  Last  year's  testing  was  in  the  important 
field  of  Reading,  as  to  Vocabulary  and  Comprehension.  Now  we  turn 
to  a  testing  program  this  year  in  Arithmetic. 


Finance 

The  figures  of  State  average  costs  for  tuition  purposes  are  not 
available  at  this  writing.  However,  they  are  freely  predicted  to  be 
in  the  vicinity  of  $200.00  for  each  elementary  and  $300.00  for  each 
secondary  pupil.  Your  tuition  costs  to  Nashua,  exclusive  of  trans- 
portation, will  be  close  to  the  above  estimate. 

I  anticipate  an  increase  in  the  state  aid  column.  At  the  same 
time,  there  are  so  many  legislative  questions  yet  to  be  resolved  that  I 
cannot  give  a  more  accurate  estimate.  Among  these  are  questions 
concerning  adjustment  of  the  formula  as  to  per  pupil  aid  and  to  valua- 
tion. However,  I  have  the  feeling,  with  more  pupils  to  be  aided  and  a 
larger  amount  set  aside  for  State  Aid,  that  these  will  work  to  your 
advantage  this  coming  Fall. 
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Needs 

I  commend  to  your  attention  the  work  of  a  union-wide  Committee 
to  revise  the  various  report  cards.  In  all  probability,  trial  runs  of  their 
results  will  be  made  and  your  comments  sought.  This  is  the  first  major 
change  for  a  number  of  years  and  parents  and  teachers  are  joining 
hands  to  produce  what  will  be  better  understood  and  to  convey  what 
parents  and  teachers  alike  need  to  know  about  the  school  work  of 
their  children. 


Yet  To  Do 

The  interior  hallway  at  the  Daniels  Building  has  never  been 
re-decorated  and  some  plaster  has  to  be  replaced.  It  would  be  a 
help  to  inspire  pupils  to  keep  things  nice  if  that  condition  was 
improved. 

Re-decorating  should  be  carried  on  continuously,  a  little  this 
year  and  every  year.  Attractive  surroundings  contribute  to  better 
education. 


Closing 

This  is  the  type  of  education  we  strive  to  obtain.  "A  good  school 
helps  youth  to  acquire  the  basic  tools  of  learning,  to  select  activities 
which  best  prepare  them  for  life,  to  prepare  for,  get  and  hold  a  job, 
to  maintain  mental  health  and  physical  fitness,  to  be  a  good  consumer, 
to  do  what  is  right,  to  be  a  good  citizen,  to  be  a  good  family  member, 
to  use  time  wisely."  These  are  some  of  the  goals  or  outcomes.  You 
may  have  others.  But  these  aims  are  not  alone  for  the  school — they 
apply  in  the  home  and  in  other  community  agencies  —  wherever  the 
pupil  is  found.  I  bespeak  the  cooperation  of  all  agencies  toward 
the  solution  of  the  problems  of  youth  adjustment  to  our  complex 
society.

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OUR  HELPING  TEACHER 

In  the  first  report  of  my  work  in  Union  #40  I  attempted  to  give 
a  description  of  the  Helping  Teacher  Program  then  in  the  process  of 
evolution.  At  this  time  I  should  like  to  point  out  a  few  phases  that 
have  been  given  particular  emphasis  during  the  past  year  and  account 
for  their  development. 

Grouping  Within  The  Classroom.  Since  there  may  be  found  in 
any  classroom  such  a  wide  range  of  abilities  and  degrees  of  achievement 
among  the  children  it  is  necessary  to  fit  the  school  program  to  the 
needs  of  the  children  rather  than  try  to  do  the  impossible  —  fit  the 
children  to  the  program.  To  do  this  effectively,  pupils  within  the 
classroom  are  grouped  according  to  their  level  of  achievement, 
whether  above  or  below  grade  level,  and  are  thus  encouraged  to  pro- 
gress at  their  own  rate.  Books  of  different  reading  levels  and  other 
materials  must  be  supplied,  and  sometimes  help  given  the  teacher  in 
determining  which  group  is  best  for  the  child. 

Guidance.  The  programs  already  underway  in  some  schools 
have  been  further  developed  and  expanded.  In  all  schools  the  teachers 
are  aware  of  the  need  for  pupil  guidance  and  many  have  made  use  of 
the  several  available  facilities  whose  purpose  is  to  help  children 
with  problems  or  to  avoid  becoming  problems.  The  most  effective 
guidance  is  being  achieved  through  teacher-pupil  contact,  the  teacher 
recognizing  the  needs  of  the  child  and  understanding  how  he  may  best 
be  helped. 

Social  Studies.  In  no  other  subject  field  are  there  such  great 
possibilities  for  the  development  of  character  and  citizenship.  It  is  also 
in  this  field  that  most  guidance  may  take  place.  Teachers  are  becoming 
increasingly  aware  of  the  many  opportunities  for  growth  that  form  the 
basis  of  the  unit  approach  to  social  studies  and  encourage  pupil  plan- 
ning and  problem  solving.  The  social  studies  program  throughout 
the  union  is  also  becoming  unified  so  that  the  subject  content  will  be 
similar  and  follow  a  definite  sequence.  Parents  who  have  visited  school 
and  seen  the  activities  which  culminate  a  unit  of  work  are  enthusiastic 
about  this  newer  method  of  teaching  and  like  the  role  it  is  playing  in 
the  development  of  their  children. 
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Reading  Readiness.  Until  the  first  grade  teacher  knows  each 
pupil's  readiness  for  reading  she  cannot  successfully  launch  a  good 
reading  program.  It  often  takes  two  or  more  months  to  be  certain  of 
the  degree  of  readiness  of  every  pupil.  To  avoid  the  loss  of  this  valuable 
time  reading  readiness  tests  were  given  to  some  of  the  first  graders  at 
the  very  beginning  of  the  school  year,  or  to  most  of  them  before  school 
started.  The  children  were  then  grouped  according  to  their  readiness 
as  shown  by  the  test  results.  Each  teacher  knew  in  September  what  she 
might  expect  of  nearly  every  pupil  and  what  were  his  needs  in  the  five 
major  areas  tested:  visual,  auditory,  muscular  coordination,  articula- 
tion, and  language.  Since  this  is  the  first  time  such  tests  have  been 
given  so  early  and  on  a  unionwide  basis  I  have  followed  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  first  grades  very  closely  in  order  to  determine  whether  such 
a  program  has  merits  enough  to  warrant  its  repetition.  On  the  whole 
it  has  proven  quite  successful.  Its  main  disadvantage  was  that  a  few 
children  did  not  do  as  well  as  they  could  when  tested  so  early  and  later 
had  to  be  regrouped.  However,  this  was  more  than  offset  by  the  follow- 
ing advantages:  1,  It  allowed  those  who  were  ready  to  read  to 
start  immediately,  saving  approximately  two  months.  2,  It  showed 
just  how  much  preparation  was  necessary  for  the  other  children,  and  in 
what  areas.  3,  It  gave  not  only  the  teacher  but  the  parents  a  better 
understanding  of  the  child's  development.  In  most  cases  the  parent 
was  with  the  child  while  he  was  being  tested,  had  a  chance  to  see 
the  test  results,  and  to  understand  exactly  what  to  expect  of  him.  This 
has  meant  a  welcome  relief  from  the  usual  pressure  placed  upon  the 
child  who  was  not  ready,  but  who  might  without  this  pressure  catch 
up  with  the  child  who  scored  much  higher.  4,  We  have  happy  children 
working  up  to  capacity  and  interested  in  what  they  are  doing.  This 
is  the  most  important  advantage  of  all. 

No  description  of  the  above  program  would  be  complete  without 
mentioning  the  splendid  cooperation  encountered  on  the  part  of  all 
concerned  - — ■  parents,  teachers,  principals,  members  of  the  school 
boards,  and  Mr.  Bowley.  For  their  continued  confidence  and  sup- 
port I  am  extremely  grateful.

Article  1.  Voted  that  the  Clerk  cast  one  vote  for  Chester'  A.

Article  2.  Voted  that  the  moderator  cast  one  vote  for  Ruth  L. 

The  vote  was  cast  and 
Ruth  L.  McGhee  was  declared  elected  and  took  the  oath  before  the 
moderator. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  the  clerk  cast  one  vote  for  Terence  Denehy 
for  the  member  of  the  school  board  for  the  ensuing  three  years.,  The 
vote  was  cast  and  Terence  Denehy  was  declared  elected  and  took  the 
oath  of  office  before  the  clerk.  ... 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  clerk  cast  one  vote  for  Alpha  A.  Hall 
for  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  vote  was  cast  and  Alpha  A. 
Hall  was  declared  elected  and  took  the  oath  of  office  before  the 
clerk. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  same  sum  of  money 
as  last  year  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  school  board,  District  Officer, 
Truant  Officer  and  Census  Enumerator. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  and 
committees  as  printed  in  the  report. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  Town  Auditors  serve  as  District 
Auditors. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $40,338.20  to  support  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
district  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid 
fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
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selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appro- 
priation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $173.83  for  special  repairs,  alterations,  insurance,  treasurer's  bond 
and   new   equipment. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  purchase  a 
school  bus  to  be  used  for  the  transportation  of  school  pupils.  Vote  cast 
112.  (65  yes  and  48  no.) 

Article  1 1 .  Voted  not  to  raise  the  money  requested  in  this 
article.  Vote  cast  101.   (52  yes  and  49  no.) 

Article  12.  Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  receive  bids 
and  enter  upon  contracts  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  years  for  the 
transportation  of  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  pupils  to  Nashua  and 
return,  stipulating  one  part  of  the  bid  to  be  for  a  maximum  number  of 
children  as  required  by  the  law  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the 
second  part  of  the  bid  to  be  on  a  basis  of  per  pupil,  per  day  above  the 
legal   number. 

Amendment:  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  School  Board, 
the  bids  received  are  not  acceptable,  the  School  Board  to  be  authorized 
to  call  a  special  school  meeting  to  reconsider  Article  1 1 . 

Article  13.     Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Article  14.     Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

No  further  business  appearing,  it  was  voted  to  adjourn.
